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A collection of 40 orchids specimens, collected by Drs. M. 
TAGAWA, K. iWATSUKt and Mr. Fukuoka of the Kyoto University 
on a botanical expedition in Thailand during November 1965-February 
1966, has been sent to the author for determination. In this collection 
two new records come to light, i.e. Anoectochilus rrispus Lindl, and 
Eriapusilla (Giuit.) linlu,. The serial number of this collection has 
the letter T as precedence. 

Besides the above-mentioned collection, a short visit to the 
Herbarium, Department of Botany, Faculty of Science, University of 
Tokyo during the 11th Pacific Sciences Congress enabled the author 
to go through the orchid collection gathered by the late Dr. H. 
HAYATA in 192!, and by Drs. H. OGAV/A, K. YODA and T. TuyAMA 
on the Osaka City University Botanical Expedition (OCUBE) in 1958, 
of which 48 species are represented including a few sheets of Dr. 
TUYAMA’S own collection. 

HAYATA’s orchid collection has not yet been studied by any one 
else except Dr. T. Tuyama of the Ochanomizu University, Tokyo, 
who described two new species of Gastrodia in the Journal of Japanese 
Botany Vol. 17 (1941), p. 580. 

To supplement the knowledge on the distribution of Thai 
orchids, it is advisable to put these collections on the record for further 
references.
